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On  the  cover:  Huff  Hall,  built  in  1919  on  the  site  of  the  original  brick  structure 
that  housed  Pearl  River  County  Agricultural  High  School,  is  the  oldest  existing 
building  on  the  PRCC  campus  and  one  of  the  oldest  buildings  on  any  community 
college  campus  in  Mississippi.  It  is,  and  has  been  since  its  construction,  a  men's 
dormitory.  Huff  Hall  is  named  after  James  Andrew  Huff,  the  third  principal  of  the 
agricultural  high  school  and  the  first  president  of  Pearl  River  College.

The  institution  known  today  as  Pearl  River  Community 
College  first  opened  its  doors  on  Sept.  8,  1909,  as  Pearl  River 
County  Agricultural  High  School. 

Forty-two  students,  including  19  boarders,  enrolled  for  the 
inaugural  school  year  Within  three  days,  19  more  students  en- 
rolled and  by  Christmas,  the  student  body  numbered  83. 

The  students  attended  classes  on  the  ground  floor  of  a 
three-story  brick  building  under  the  supervision  of  principal 
T.M.  Kelly.  Female  boarding  students  lived  on  the  second 
floor  and  males  on  the  third  floor. 

A  1910  student  essay  preserved  in  the  Pearl  River 
Community  College  Museum  tells  of  a  day  regulated  by  bells 
-  the  breakfast  bell,  chapel  bell,  class  bells,  study  hours  bell  and 
the  bell  signaling  bedtime.  Students'  rooms  were  heated  by 
coal  fires  and  emptying  the  ashes  in  the  grate  was  a  daily 
chore;  some  students  worked  on  the  farm  after  classes  while 
others  worked  in  offices  or  the  dining  hall. 

But  life  was  not  all  drudgery,  wrote  the  student,  whose 
name  has  been  lost. 

"Your  friends  come  in,  lounge  on  your  bed,  handle  your 
books,  try  on  your  new  hat  and  take  possession  of  your  room 
in  general.  You  discuss  athletics,  and  the  latest  football  hero; 
you  wonder  which  has  the  best  team  -Yale  or  Harvard?  You 
talk  of  the  next  aeroplane  race  and  the  best  make  of  automo- 
bile; you  mention  politics;  you  discuss  prospects  for  a  greater 
school;  you  tell  which  teacher  you  like  best  and  ask  your 
neighbor  if  he  has  his  history  for  tomorrow;  you  tell  your 
friends  about  your  great-aunt  who  married  a  millionaire;  you 
describe  the  clown  you  saw  in  the  circus,  and  teach  your 
friends  the  rabbit  dance,  much  to  the  uneasiness  of  those 
below,  until  you  arc  finally  interrupted  by  the  supper  bell." 

A  second  building  to  house  classrooms  and  administrative 
offices  was  built  in  1911  and  named  for  then-  principal  Will 
Jacobs.  A  girls'  dormitory,  Batson  Hall,  was  finished  in  1912 
and  the  original  PRCAHS  building  was  converted  to  a  boys' 
dormitory. 

Jacobs  won  a  national  Model  County  School  grant  from  the 
Rockefeller  Foundation  that  provided  Pearl  River  with  a  coun- 
ty agent,  home  economist,  county  school  doctor  and  nurse,  as- 
sistant county  school  superintendent  and  staff  along  with  a 


summer  school  program. 

Fire  destroyed  the  original  building  on  April  27,  1919.  It 
was  replaced  by  Huff  Hall,  still  in  use  today  as  a  mens'  resi- 
dence hall. 

The  school's  board  of  trustees  voted  in  September  1920  to 
begin  offering  freshman  college  courses  the  next  year,  making 
Pearl  River  College  the  first  publicly-funded,  two-year  college 
in  Mississippi. 

A  year  later,  the  state  Legislature  passed  Senate  Bill  251  au- 
thorizing some  county  agricultural  high  schools  to  offer  fresh- 
man and  sophomore  college  courses.  The  PRCAHS  trustees 
authorized  adding  sophomore  courses  in  August  1922;  howev- 
er, the  courses  were  not  added  to  the  curriculum  until  the 
1925-26  year. 

Freshmen  during  the  1928-29  session  were  required  to  take 
English,  history  and  physical  education  and  chose  from 
French,  Spanish,  Latin,  mathematics,  chemistry,  education, 
agronomy  crops,  animal  husbandry,  bookkeeping,  shorthand 
and  music  as  electives. 

Required  courses  for  sophomores  were  English,  history  or 
economics  and  physical  education.  They  chose  from  the  same 
electives  as  freshmen  with  the  addition  of  agronomy  and  soil 
management  and  dairying  and  poultry. 

Fees,  board,  books  and  laundrj'  for  a  session  totaled 
$146.15.  Residents  of  Pearl  River  County  paid  no  tuition;  out- 
of-county  students  paid  $6  a  month  in  tuition. 

Crosby  Hall  was  built  in  1921  as  a  dormitory  and  dining 
hall  to  seat  300.  College  Hall,  now  Moody  Hall,  was  built  in 
1926  at  a  cost  of  $65,000.  The  22,000-square-foot  building  fea- 
tured administrative  offices,  classrooms  and  a  1,000-seat  audi- 
torium/ gymnasium. 

Hurricane  Katrina  ripped  the  roof  from  the  auditorium  sec- 
tion in  2005,  forcing  officials  to  demolish  that  portion  of  the 
building.  However,  the  classroom  portion  has  been  repaired 
and  is  the  oldest  classroom  building  in  use  at  any  of  the  state's 
15  community  colleges.  White  Hall  opened  as  a  women's  dor- 
mitory in  1928,  and  Pearl  River  Hall  for  men  opened  in  1933. 

Kathryn  Moody  of  Poplarville,  Class  of  '36,  lived  in  White 
Hall  and  worked  in  the  library  and  as  a  professor's  secretary. 
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"We  were  very  privileged  to  go  to  college,"  she  said.  "There 
was  no  money.  We  all  worked.  A  lot  of  the  boys  and  girls 
worked  on  the  farm.  We  produced  almost  everything  we  had 
to  eat." 

Pearl  River  became  one  of  the  first  two-year  colleges  to  re- 
ceive approval  from  the  War  Department  for  a  Reserve 
Officers  Training  Corps  unit  in  1935.  By  1939,  the  ROTC  pro- 
gram included  two  companies  of  cadets. 

During  World  War  11,  the  college  required  all  males  to  enroll 
in  the  military  department  and  to  wear  their  uniforms  daily. 
Members  of  the  Women's  Auxihary  Corps  also  wore  uniforms 
daily.  The  ROTC  program  flourished  at  Pearl  River  until  1948 
when  it  was  transferred  to  the  Mississppi  National  Guard. 

After  the  war,  soldiers  returned  to  campus,  which  rapidly 
expanded.  An  Army  surplus  prefab  building  became  apart- 
ments for  married  veterans.  It  was  named  Bilbo  Hall. 
Vocational  students  put  up  another  prefab  building,  which  be- 
came Jefferson  Davis  Hall.  Shivers  Gymnasium  was  finished 
in  1949,  and  the  gymnasium/auditorium  in  Moody  Hall  was 
converted  to  an  auditorium. 

A  total  of  328  students  attended  Pearl  River  in  1953-54  when 
Martin  Smith  of  Poplarville  was  student  body  president. 

"There  were  three  cars  ovraed  by  students,"  he  remembers. 

John  Grant,  now  vice  president  for  instruction,  was  a  boy 
when  his  family  moved  into  Bilbo  Hall  in  1953  after  Grant's 
father  was  hired  to  teach  math  and  science. 

"We  had  a  good  time  on  campus,"  Grant  said.  "It  was  a 
farm,  an  agricultural  high  school  up  until  1960. 

"There  were  sheep,  cattle,  chickens;  all  those  kinds  of 
things.  I  spent  a  lot  of  time  riding  my  bike.  We  roamed  all 
over  the  campus." 

In  1960  the  high  school  classes  were  transferred  to  the 
Poplarville  school  district.  As  enrollment  at  Pearl  River 
Junior  College  grew  throughout  the  1960s,  so  did  campus  fa- 
cilities with  construction  of  a  student  center,  the  science  and 
mathematics  building,  Dobie  Holden  Stadium,  the  Career- 
Technical  Building,  the  library  and  a  classroom  building. 

Academic  offerings  continued  to  change  with  the  times  as 
Pearl  River  College  moved  into  the  second  half  of  its  first  cen- 
tury and  vocational,  technical  and  industrical  education  pro- 
grams became  more  comprehensive. 

The  look  of  the  campus  changed  dramatically  when  Jacobs 
Hall  was  torn  down  in  1968.  Hurricane  Camille  damaged 
Batson  Hall  so  badly  in  1969  that  it,  too,  had  to  be  demol- 
ished. Damage  to  the  campus  ft-om  Camille  was  estimated  at 
$750,000. 


Pearl  River  Junior  College  expanded  to  Hattiesburg  in  1970 
with  the  addition  of  post-secondary  practical  nursing  and  gen- 
eral clerical  courses  and  high  school  programs  in  brick  mason- 
ry, metal  trades  and  air  conditioning  and  refrigeration  at  the 
Forrest  County  Vocational-Technical  Center  on  U.S.  49. 

Dr.  Cecil  Burt,  now  dean  of  the  Forrest  County  Center, 
came  to  the  Vo-Tech  Center  in  1972  as  a  counselor  and  be- 
came director  a  year  later. 

"All  we  had  was  vocational-technical,"  he  said.  "There  was 
not  an  academic  class  here.  We  had  a  huge  enrollment  of  high 
school  students.  At  one  time,  we  had  gotten  up  to  250  high 
school  students." 

The  college  added  and  discontinued  vocational  programs 
based  on  demand  and  started  the  first  AUied  Health  program 
-  respiratory  therapy  -  in  1973.  By  1990,  the  last  of  the  high 
school  vo-tech  programs  ran  its  course.  The  new  Allied 
Health  Center  opened  in  1992  and  today  houses  nine  health- 
care programs. 

Today  the  center  also  offers  a  full-range  of  academic  cours- 
es while  retaining  its  vo-tech  roots. 

"Welding,  electronics  and  air  conditioning-refrigeration  are 
the  three  old-Une  programs  that  have  been  successful  for  us," 
Burt  said. 

As  the  Forrest  County  Center  grew,  building  and  renova- 
tion on  the  Poplarville  campus  continued  throughout  the 
1970s,  including  construction  of  Marvin  R.  White  CoUseum, 
the  automotive-diesel  mechanics  building,  president's  home. 
Technology  Center,  mens'  and  womens'  dormitories  in  1990 
and  2006,  Nursing-Wellness  Center,  Malone  Chapel  and  ca- 
reer-technical building.  The  Alexander  Administration 
Building,  Science  Building,  Garvin  H.  Johnston  Library  and 
Crosby  Hall  underwent  major  renovations. 

Hurricane  Katrina  slammed  Poplarville  on  Aug.  29,  2005, 
wrecking  White  CoUseum  and  Moody  Hall  auditorium  and 
damaging  almost  every  roof  on  campus.  Katrina  also 
swamped  the  new  Hancock  Center  in  Waveland  with  eight 
feet  of  water.  Damage  to  PRCC  facilities  was  calculated  at  $45 
million  to  $50  miUion  and  total  recovery  is  expected  to  take 
several  more  years. 

George  W.  Bush  became  the  first  U.  S.  president  to  visit 
PRCC  when  he  met  with  state  leaders  in  the  Technology 
Center  a  few  days  after  Katrina's  landfall. 

With  a  record  enrollment  of  4,350  students  in  2007-08, 
Pearl  River  Community  College  sits  poised  for  a  second  cen- 
tury of  providing  quality  educational  and  service  opportuni- 
ties to  all  who  seek  them. 


The  Pearl  River  Community  College  dis- 
trict is  comprised  of  six  counties:  Jefferson 
Davis,  Marion,  Lamar,  Forrest,  Pearl  River 
and  Hancock.

■  According  to  the  1928-29  catalog,  representa- 
tives from  30  counties  in  Mississippi  and  four  states 
comprised  the  student  body.  Permission  for  leave  of 
absence,  withdrawal,  or  visiting  must  be  made  direct 
to  the  Superintendent  by  the  parents  and  not  by  the 
pupil. 
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A  new  girls  dormitory  was  begun  in 

1912.  This  impressive  three-story 
building  stood  for  57  years.  It  was 
named  Batson  Hall  in  the  1940s.  In 
1969,  Hurricane  Camille's  high 
winds  irreparably  damaged  the 
building  and  it  was  demolished. 
Today,  Marion  Hall,  a  boys  dormito- 
ry, stands  on  the  site  of  Batson  Hall.

■  The  school  farm  owns  255  acres, 
100  of  which  are  in  cultivation  and  the 
remainder  in  pastures,  according  to  the 
1928-29  catalog".

Pearl  River  Community  College's 
formal  association  with  the  United 
States  Armed  Forces  began  on  Nov. 
7.  1933,  when,  at  a  Board  of 
Trustees  meeting,  a  motion  was 
made  to  "appoint  a  committee  for 
the  purpose  of  conferring  with  the 
necessary  authorities  concerning  a 
unit  of  the  National  Guard  or 
R.O.T.C.  to  be  established  at  the  col- 
lege." 


Thanks  to  the  assistance  of  U.S. 
Senators  Pat  Harrison  and 
Theodore  Bilbo  and  Rep.  Bill 
Colmer,  Pearl  River  Agricultural 
High  School  and  Junior  College  re- 
ceived a  telegram  approving  the 
charter  for  the  fall  1935  sesssion. 
This  was  the  first  charter  granted  to 
a  junior  college  in  the  state  of 
Mississippi.  By  1939,  the  school  had 
two  companies  comprised  of  two 


platoons  each  and  more  than  100 
male  students. 

By  1935,  the  face  of  the  campus 
was  changing.  The  school  began  to 
resemble  a  militarty  school  more 
than  an  agricultural  high  school  as 
uniformed  students  were  seen 
marching  on  the  grounds.  The  cam- 
pus newspaper  began  and  was 
named  "The  Cadet"  to  reflect  the 
times.

After  the  attack  on  Pearl  Harbor  on 
Dec.  7,  1941,  the  military  influence  on 
campus  showed  a  marked  increase,  with 
all  male  students  required  to  take 
R.O.T.C.  The  women,  as  patriotic  as  the 
men,  were  either  sponsors  in  the 
R.O.T.C.  or  were  members  of  the 
Women's  Auxilary  Unit  on  campus. 

The  drill  field  on  campus  was  where 


the  Science  and  Mathematics  building  is 
now  located,  and  it  was  used  daily  to  drill 
the  platoons.  Often,  a  company  would  pa- 
rade into  town,  marching  in  formation. 

The  R.O.T.C.  program  continued  until 
after  the  war,  when  interest  waned.  This 
was  not  the  end  of  PRC's  military  inter- 
est. Many  of  the  returning  servicemen 
became  members  of  the  National  Guard.

Hurricane  Camille  hit  tine  Mississippi  Gulf  Coast  Aug.  17. 
1969,  with  all  the  fury  of  a  category  5  storm.  With  wind 
gusts  as  high  as  200  miles-per-hour,  the  devastation  is  cat- 
astrophic. On  the  Pearl  River  campus,  the  old  football  sta- 
dium (left,  above)  suffered  extensive  damage,  as  did  facul- 
ty housing  (below  right)  and  the  school  library  (bottom  left). 
Damage  was  estimated  to  be  more  than  $750,000.  A  cloth- 
ing drive  (bottom  center)  was  held  on  campus  to  help 
those  who  lost  everything.  All  six  counties  in  Pearl  River's 
district  were  declared  disaster  areas. 
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Every  building  on  campus  suffers  some  sort  of  damage

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Daniels' death  shocks  campus 


On  Monday  morning,  Oct. 
2,  2000,  the  Pearl  River 
Community  College  family 
awakened  to  the  news  that 
athletic  director  and  head 
football  coach  Keith  Daniels 
had  died  at  the  age  of  52  of  a 
brain  hemorrhage. 

PRCC  coaches,  players, 
faculty  and  students  were 
not  alone  in  their  grief. 
Daniels"  death  touched 
hearts  and  souls  all  over 
Mississippi  and  beyond. 

"Coach  Daniels  made  win- 
ners out  of  people,"  said  PRCC  President 
William  Lewis.  "In  the  game  of  Ufe,  he  was 
a  true  champion.  We  are  a  better  institu- 
tion for  having  knovra  him." 

On  Oct.  4,  they  all  said  good-bye  to 
Coach  Daniels  in  a  memorial  service  in 


M.R.  White  CoUseum.  He 
was  buried  in  New  Zion 
Baptist  Church  Cemetery  in 
his  hometown  of  MonticeUo. 

More  than  600  people  at- 
tended the  service,  includ- 
ing many  current  and  past 
football  coaches  from  the 
University  of  Southern 
Mississippi,  Ole  Miss  and 
Mississippi  State,  as  well  as 
former  PRCC  players  who 
played  for  him. 

"Coach  Daniels  showed  us 
how  to  be  men,"  said  Larry 
Thompson,  a  sophomore  linebacker  from 
Bassfield.  "He  taught  all  of  us  what  PRCC 
stood  for.  The  P  was  for  pride,  the  R  was 
for  respect,  the  C  was  for  class  and  the  C 
was  for  character.  Those  are  the  things  he 
wanted  us  to  be  Uke  everyday."

A  former  Pearl  River  College  student  and  PoplarvUle  area 
native  gave  PRCC  $3.75  million  -  the  largest  cash  gift  ever  pre- 
sented to  a  Mississippi  community  or  junior  college  in  2003. 

The  late  Ethel  Holden  Brownstone,  one  of  11  children  and 
the  daughter  of  James  Houston  and  Florence  Holden  of  the 
White  Sand  community,  left  the  money  to  PRCC  in  her  will. 
She  died  on  Oct.  17,  1996.  She  was  the  wife  and  wddow  of 
Lucien  Brownstone,  a  resident  of  New  York  City. 

Lucien  Brownstone  was  in  the  garment  business  and  owned 
26  men's  clothing  stores  around  the  country.  The  Brownstones 
had  no  children. 

Ethel  Holden  was  a  student  at  Pearl  River  County 
Agricultural  High  School  and  Junior  College  in  1930-31.  The 
1931  Satsuma,  the  school  yearbook  at  the  time,  shows  that  she 
was  involved  in  many  school  activities,  including  the  Reveille 
Society,  Girl  Reserve  Club  and  the  Seco  Club. 


Jean  Baughman  Wessel  Templeton  spent 
one  year  at  Pearl  River.  The  year  was  1954-55. 

This  successful  businesswoman  makes  her 
home  in  HuntsviUe,  Ala.  She  fell  in  love  with 
the  college  from  the  start.  She  became  a  cheer- 
leader, a  columnist  (Fashions  and  Fads)  for  the 
school  newspaper  and  was  active  in  the  Future 
Business  Leaders  Club.  She  is  the  CEO  and 
Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Wesfam  Restaurants, 
Inc.,  a  franchisee  of  Burger  King  Corp. 

She  donated  the  chimes  to  the  Malone 
Chapel  on  the  PRCC  campus.  Her  three  chil- 
dren endowed  a  $20,000  scholarship  to  PRCC 
in  her  name.  Today,  she  oversees  Wesfam, 
which  includes  27  Burger  King  restaurants  in 
north  Alabama  and  more  than  300  employees.

And  the  2006  official  opening  of  a  sparkling  new  li- 
brary and  science  laboratory  gave  college  leaders  the 
chance  to  highlight  PRCC's  growing  presence  in 
Hattiesburg.

WAVELA^fD  -  Pearl  River  Community 
College  officially  opened  the  doors  to  its  new 
Hancock  County  Center  in  January  2005. 

The  center,  some  6,000  square  feet  of 
space,  is  located  in  Waveland's  old  Wal-Mart 
building  on  U.S.  90.  The  center  features  four 
classrooms,  a  conference  room  and  some  of- 
fices. 

Then  on  Aug.  25,  2005,  the  center  was  de- 
stroyed by  Hurricane  Katrina.  The  storm  sent 
eight  to  10  feet  of  water  pouring  through  the 
Wave  Shopping  Center,  which  is  about  a  block 
west  of  Mississippi  603. 

The  storm's  surge  destroyed  the  computers 
and  furnishings. 

"There  was  mud  above  your  ankles,  debris 
that  was  unbeHevable,"  said  PRCC  President 
William  Lewis.  "One  of  the  things  we  saw  was 
a  white  trout.  Can  you  image  a  white  trout  in 
the  hallway  two  and  a  half  miles  from  the 
beach?  It  meant  starting  over." 

Classes  were  moved  to  Stennis 
International  Airport  until  the  center  could  be 
reopened. 

On  Jan.  25,  2007,  the  Hancock  Center  offi- 
cially reopened  at  its  site  on  U.S.  Highway  90 
in  Waveland. 

"There  are  many  major  players  who  made 
this  Hancock  County  branch  of  Pearl  River 
Community  College  possible.  I  want  to  ex- 
press my  appreciation  to  the  Hancock  Count\' 
Board  of  Supervisors  and  the  Hancock 
County  Chamber  of  Commerce.  This  is  anoth- 
er phase  of  our  continued  efforts  to  pro\ide 
affordable  and  quality  educational  opportuni- 
ties to  the  residents  of  our  district,"  said  Dr. 
Lewis.

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Hurricane  Katrina  devastates  PRCC  campus 


The  date  Aug  29,  2005,  will  be  remembered  for  quite  some  time.  Hurricane  Katrina  devastated  South  Mississippi,  including  Pearl  River  Community 
College,  with  a  force  not  seen  since  Hurricane  Camille  39  years  earlier.  Winds  that  blew  as  high  as  120  miles-per-hour  on  the  PRCC  campus  began  just 
before  dawn  and  by  the  time  they  subsided  after  3  p.m.,  Katrina  had  left  massive  damage  in  her  wake.  One  of  the  casualties  was  M.R.  White  Coliseum 
(above),  which  was  built  in  1974,  The  building  that  hosted  graduation,  basketball  games,  the  annual  Extravganza  fund  raiser  and  many  other  school  ac- 
tivities suffered  extensive  interior  and  exterior  damage  and  had  to  be  torn  down.  It  has  not  been  replaced.  Graduation  ceremonies  were  moved  to 
Hattiesburg  and  basketball  games  are  played  in  old  Shivers  Gymnasium,  which  was  renovated. 
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Moody  Hail,  a  three-story  structure  built  in  1926  and  the  oldest  classroom  building  among  the  state  s  15  community  and  junior  colleges,  suffered  heavy 
damage,  as  did  the  grand  piano  (inset)  in  the  auditorium.  Some  20  evacuees  watched  from  the  basement  floor  as  the  auditorium  roof  blew  off  during  the 
height  of  the  storm,  resulting  in  extensive  interior  damage  from  wind  and  rain.  The  auditorium  portion  has  since  been  torn  down,  while  the  classrooms 
have  been  renovated  for  future  use.  "It's  bad,"  said  PRCC  President  William  Lewis,  who  rode  out  the  storm  in  the  PRCC  Technology  Center,  headquarters 
for  Emergency  Services  for  the  city  of  Poplarville  before,  during  and  after  the  storm.  "This  is  worse  than  Hurricane  Camille."  All  total,  some  30  buildings  on 
campus  suffered  roof  damage.

Sports  facilities  at  PRCC  took  some  major  hits  from  the  storm.  The  press  box  at 
Dobie  Holden  Stadium  was  wiped  out  and  the  scoreboard  was  damaged.  The 
scoreboard  has  been  replaced  and  the  stadium  has  undergone  a  major  renovation. 
The  roof  on  the  grandstand  at  the  baseball  field  was  ripped  off.  Below,  the  school's 
vehicle  maintenance  shop  was  demolished.

Even  though  the  storm  took  place  on  Aug.  29,  classes  resumed  at  the  Forrest  County 
Center  in  Hattiesburg  on  Sept.  12,  and  on  the  main  campus  in  Poplarville  on  Sept.  19. 
Classes  did  not  resume  in  Hancock  County  until  the  first  week  of  October.  The 
Hancock  Center  in  Waveland  was  destroyed  by  the  storm  and  classes  were  moved  to 
Stennis  International  Airport,  where  portable  trailers  were  provided. 
The  storm  affected  other  aspects  of  school.  Football  season  was  reduced  from  nine 
games  to  seven.  Soccer  resumed  on  Sept.  19.  The  football  team  went  on  to  win  the 
MACJC  State  Championship,  as  did  the  Lady  Wildcat  soccer  team.  The  storm  also 
hurt  enrollment  as  more  than  1 ,000  students  were  forced  to  withdraw  from  school.

On  Monday,  Sept.  5,  one  week  after 
Hurricane  Katrina  struck  South 
Mississippi,  President  George  Bush  be- 
came the  first  sitting  president  to  ever 
set  foot  on  the  PRCC  campus,  or  to 
visit  Poplarville  for  that  matter. 
President  Bush  arrived  at  the  PRCC 
Tehnology  Center  witrh  praise  for  local 
relief  efforts  and  assurances  more  fed- 
eral help  is  on  the  way. 
"Mississippi  IS  on  my  mind,"  Bush  said. 
"We  are  with  you.  That  is  what  I  want 
you  to  know." 

Speaking  to  about  250  elected  state 
and  local  officials,  including  Mississippi 
Gov.  Haley  Barbour  (below).  U.S.  Sen. 
Trent  Lott,  U.S.  Rep.  Chip  Pickering, 
gathered  at  PRCC,  the  president 
praised  local  relief  efforts.  "You  showed 
courage,"  he  said.  "People  have  risked 
their  lives  to  help." 
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On  April  28,  2005,  PRCC  formally  dedicated  its  new  Malone  Chapel  on  the  school's  main  campus. 

The  4,233-square-foot  facility,  funded  entirely  with  private  donations,  features  a  100-square-foot  bell 
tower  that  is  45  feet  tall.  The  chapel  features  a  bride's  room,  a  sound  room,  restrooms,  a  stage  area  and 
seating  capacity  for  up  to  215  people.  Total  cost  of  the  chapel  project  was  $750,000. 

Thanks  to  a  $400,000  donation  by  Hattiesburg  businessman  and  PRCC  alumnus  Sidney  Malone  in 
memory  of  his  son,  Kelly,  who  died  Sept.  1,  1987,  and  due  to  the  generosity  of  hundreds  of  PRCC  sup- 
porters, the  chapel  campaign  was  an  inspiring  event.

Olivia  Bender,  who  blessed  the  PRCC  campus  with  a  fervent  but  happy  mission  for  55  years,  who  touched  the  Uves  of  thou- 
sands over  her  75  years,  who  was  a  ray  of  sunshine  in  the  Uves  of  all  who  knew  her,  passed  away  in  July  2004. 

Since  1950,  when  she  began  working  at  PRCC,  Bender  cooked  thousands  of  meals  for  thousands  of  students,  those  student's 
children,  and  their  children's  children.  In  2000,  PRCC  officials  named  the  school  cafeteria  in  her  honor. 

"Olivia  Bender  lived  a  life  of  goodwill,  kindness  and  faithfulness,"  said  PRCC  President  William  Lewis.  "She  had  a  God-given 
ability  to  make  each  and  every  person  that  she  came  in  touch  with  feel  special.  "Miss  Livie"  was  a  living  legend  at  Pearl  River.

Loss  of  White  Coliseum  due 
to  Hurricane  Katrina  puts  an 
end  to  popular  fundraiser 

For  18  years,  Pearl  River  Community  College 
Development  Foundation's  annual  River  Extrava- 
ganza was  the  college  s  biggest  fundraiser. 

The  event  was  held  in  M.R.  White  Coliseum  every 
spring  on  the  Poplarville  campus.  When  Hurricane 
Katrina  destroyed  the  coliseum  in  2005,  it  had  to  be 
cancelled. 

The  18  Extravaganzas  raised  nearly  $1  million  in  un- 
restricted money.  That  money  was  used  for  such 
things  as  student  scholarships,  teacher  enhancement 
grants,  and  even  helped  with  the  campaign  to  build 
Malone  Chapel. 

Each  year  some  17  restaurants  from  South 
Mississippi  would  provide  a  grand  smorgasbord  for 
more  than  1000  PRCC  supporters. 

Some  of  the  restaurants  included:

PRCC  Museum:  Preserving  History 

The  Pearl  River  Community  College  museum 
opened  its  doors  in  October  2001. 

The  museum,  located  in  the  south  wing  of  65-year- 
old  Hancock  Hall,  is  the  first  museum  of  its  kind  to  be 
located  at  a  community/junior  college  in  Mississippi 
and  one  of  a  few  history  museums  operated  by  a  com- 
munity/junior college  in  the  nation. 

"Pearl  River  has  a  tremendous  history,"  said  Ronn 
Hague,  museum  director,  "and  we've  been  working  to 
preserve  that  history  through  this  museum." 

The  museum  includes  pictures,  articles  of  school 
clothing  and  other  interesting  articles  from  the  school's 
colorful  past. 

Featuring  artifact  collections  from  the  school's  long 
past,  the  museum  is  a  journey  into  Pearl  River  College's 
history.  A  timeline  exhibit  outlines  the  complete  histo- 
ry of  the  college  and  a  brief  history  of  the  area. 

The  museum  also  focuses  on  the  history  of  the  six- 
county  district  the  college  serves  with  an  emphasis  on 
the  area's  early  education  and  rural  education. 

The  museum  is  a  member  of  the  American 
Association  of  Museums,  the  Mississippi  Museum 
Association  and  the  American  Association  for  State 
and  Local  History. 


Mission  Statement 

The  Pearl  River  Community  College  Museum  is  a  repository 
for  historical  artifacts  that  reflect  the  history  and  legacy  of 
Mississippi's  oldest  public,  two-year  institution  of  higher  ed- 
ucation and  the  six-county  area  that  provides  financial  sup- 
port for  its  operation:  Forrest,  Hancock,  Jefferson  Davis, 
Lamar,  Marion  and  Pearl  River  counties.

Pearl  River  Community  College  blazed  a  new  trail  in 
2001  with  the  release  of  the  school's  first  compact  disk 
yearbook. 

PRCC  was  the  first  institution  of  higher  learning  in 
the  state  of  Mississippi  to  convert  its  yearbook  from  the 
traditional  printed  form  to  the  compact  disk  format. 

"From  the  research  that  we  had  done  on  the 
Internet,  we  may  be  the  first  college  in  the  United

States  to  go  totally  with  a  compact  disk  yearbook," 
said  Ronn  Hague,  technical  advisor  for  PRCC's 
"Wildcat"  yearbook. 

According  to  Hague,  PRCC  is  not  the  first  school  to 
convert  its  yearbook  from  the  traditional  printed  form 
to  the  compact  disk  format.  "Several  high  schools  in 
the  U.S.  have  taken  the  step  from  information  we  got 
off  of  the  Internet." 

Each  year,  the  disk  yearbook  contains  more  than 
2,000  color  and  black  and  white  photographs,  as  well 
as  video  clips  videotaped  throughout  the  shool  year, 
and  music  files  taken  from  recordings  of  the  school 
bands  and  choirs.  It  also  includes  the  entire  school 
year's  worth  of  Dixie  Drawls,  the  school  newspaper. 

"The  computer  is  a  household  item  now,"  said 
Hague,  "And  the  CD  was  a  logical  way  to  go.  A  year- 
book is  a  memory  depot,  filled  with  pictures  of  friends, 
the  campus  and  activities  during  the  year.  It's  a  virtual 
smorgasbord  of  memorabiUa  for  the  student." 

Eight  to  12  students  comprised  the  annual  staff  each 
year..  The  CD-ROM  yearbook  is  a  great  way  for  any  in- 
stitution to  help  students  out  with  costs.  Everyone  can 
afford  the  low  cost  of  a  CD,  compared  to  the  high  cost 


of  an  annual. 

The  cost  to  PRCC  students  is  only  $5.25.  The  cost  for 
traditional  yearbooks  can  range  from  $30  to  $50. 

The  CD  is  offered  to  students  in  an  attractive  ma- 
roon and  gold  binder. 

Inside  is  a  folder  for  the  disk  and  notebook  so  stu- 
dents can  autograph  each  other's  yearbook  in  much 
the  same  way  as  traditional  yearbooks.

POPLARVILLE  -  From  its  1909 
roots  as  Mississippi's  pioneer  commu- 
nity college,  Pearl  River  Community 
College  has  long  been  recognized  as  a 
leader  in  the  state  and  the  South  in 
providing  excellence  in  academic,  ca- 
reer and  technical  education. 

PRCC  has  planned  a  year-long 
Centennial  Celebration  beginning  in 
fall  2008.

"We  ought  to  consider  the  first  day  of 
the  operation  to  be  a  special  day.  A  lot 
of  people  will  want  to  be  involved  in 
this.  This  will  not  only  showcase  our 
institution,  but  community  colleges  as 
a  whole  in  the  state  since  we  were  the 
first." 

Smith  and  Lee,  both  PRCC  gradu- 
ates, said  they  were  honored  and  excit- 
ed to  be  selected  as  co-chairmen  for 
the  centennial. 

"This  institution  has  meant  so  much 
to  me,"  said  Lee,  a  1954  graduate.
